EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Keep Competitive Bidding 

There has been some discussion recently, on a non- 
official level, about awarding contracts to local business- 
men when they are only a few dollars above the low com- 
petitive bid. 

Some persons have the natural human wish to give the 
business to local merchants or contractors when possible 
— and this idea is good up to a point. No one, we think, 
would seriously question the motives of those who think 
this is the best course of action. 

But there is one serious problem associated with this 
desire: 

If you start breaking down the competitive bidding 
structure, where do you stop? 

If a local man’s bid is one or two percent higher than 
the bid from an out-of-town person, particularly when con- 
sidering relatively small expenditures, the dollar differ- 
ence may not be great. And it may be easy to justify 
awarding the bid to the local man, on the grounds that he 
pays his taxes here, and will be more interested in doing 
a good job for the community. 

But then it might be just as easy for officials at some 
future time, to decide that a margin of three or four per- 
cent is within reason, or even five or six percent. The 
point is obvious once you start taking other than the low 
bidder, it is impossible to keep any sort of reasonable 
bidding procedure. 

Although 
businessman, it doesn’t seem prudent to break down the

Day Of Decision 


Next week should bring to an end one of the most un- 
pleasant periods in recent history. 

For on Monday night, it is now expected that the Select- 
men will award the package store license. 

There has been a lot of idle discussion, speculation 
and pure hokum about the granting of this license — and 
the Board can’t help but be criticized to some degree, 
whatever decision is made. 

It seems to us, however, that there has been far too 
much anticipatory criticism, too much speculation as to 
the recipient and the possible reason why this one or that 
one receives support. 

A Board of Selectmen, in taking action such as 
now scheduled for next Monday, can only expect that 
appointed applicants will give evidence of their 
appointment. But the Board should be able to expect

the rest of the town accepts the ‘decision in the spirit with 
which it is made — in the best interests of the town, under 


difficult circumstances. 


Major Annoyance 


Highway construction in Andover will continue to be a 
major problem for the municipality, and a considerable 
inconvenience for residents, during the next couple of 
years. 

It’s inevitable that the construction of Route 495 will 
be a major factor in the lives of many residents — those 
who use the intersecting town streets, and those who 
live near the construction sites. 

Of particular concern to those living in Shawsheen will 
be the tremendous task awaiting a contractor in the con- 
struction of the highway through that section of town. The 
North Main st. interchange is a huge project, involving 
mountains of fill along with the usual construction ac- 
tivities. 

It’s going to require a lot of patience when this section 
is under active construction — and even then, there will 
be many problems that irritate and annoy residents to the 
point of complaint. The town government can, of course, 
help in these cases to a certain extent, by vigorously 
applying municipal pressure in the areas of truck control 
and speed. 

It won’t be an easy period, but the cooperation of re- 
sidents, town and contractor will make the construction
